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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 47-92 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 47 recites first electrical lines connecting said at least one light module to 
said drive module, said first electrical lines being deformable such that thermally caused 
relative movements between said drive module and said at least one light module 
during operation of said light source are absorbed by deformation of said first electrical 
lines, which are not disclosed or suggested by the prior of record. 

Claims 48-92 are dependent on claim 47.
